THIS MORNING 


Noted African Explorer Passed Into the Great 


Beyond at His London Home. 


HE WAS KNOWN THE WORLD OVER 


Had Been Knighted by Queen Victoria--Pought in the 


American Civil, War on Both 


Sides.

ed African explorer. Sir Henry Mor- 
tu.i Stanley, died at Ills home. No. 2

chill which resulted In a severe at 
tack of pleurisy, with complications 
verging on 
iJlouro-pnounuJnla. Ills 


medical attendance, Dr. Russell, aft- 
er n visit) yesterday afternoon, is- 
sued the following bulletin: 


Sir Henry Stanley' is sinking." No 


further bulletin was Issued until ear- 
ly this morning, when his death was 
announced. 


Up to a late hour last night Sir 


Henry's pondltlon remained unchang- 
ed and a crisis was not Immediately 
anticipated. 


Lady Stanley was with her hus- 


band when he passed away.

Henry Morton Stanley, 
generally 


recognized as the greatest of modern 
explorers, has had one of the most 
romantic of careers.

Welsh parentage, educated In char- 
ity school, and not even certain of, 
the exact date of his birth, he iihlp- 
ped early In life as a cabin boy lo 
America. His name at that time was 
John Rowlands, but the captain of 
the vessel, li'enry M". Stanley, took 
a fancy to the boy and, adopting him, 
bestowed his name upon him. When 
the skipper died, his property went 
to his nearest of kin, and 
all 
the 


young Welshman Inherited was the 
name which..ho madu.i'amoua. 


The ship landed at New Orleans, 


and young Stanley remained In the 
south. 
When the civil war bibke 


out he joined the confederate army, 
was taking prisoner 
at 
Pitisbnrg 


Landing, escaped and swam a river 
In a rain of bullets. After a visit to 
England he returned anil Joined the 
United States navy. 
Because of his 


bravery he became nn olilcer. 


After the war ho resigned, leaving 


ills ship at Constantinople, and, after 
some exciting adventures In Syria, 
returned to America. 
He became a 


war correspondent/ accompanying an 
expedition under General

against the Sioux. Then he went to

Vincent, the founder ami present bond 
of the Chautauquu uoclety. at tho age 
of 7u. 


The others to bo retired arc Bishop 


Andrews, aged 7!l; Bishop Malallcu, 
aged 75, and Bishop Waldron, aged 
73. 


A heated argument took place In 


tho gouornt conference of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal church regarding tho 
attitude 
of 
tho 
Roman 
Catholic 


church toward tho public.school sys- 
tem In tho Up.Ited States. 
While 


thcro was a disposition on the part 
of certain dolegatr-s to have tho con- 
ference adopt resolutions committing 
It to extreme utterances cm the sub- 
ject, there was an overwhelming sen- 
timent against such action, and the 
mutter was finally disposed of by re- 
ferrlng It to n committee, from which 
It will probably never bo reported. 


Criticises Catholic Church. 


Rev. .1. R. King, secretary of tho 


Church Extension Society of Philadel- 
phia, presented a resolution otrnngly 
crltlclHliis tho Roman Catholic church, 
declaring that "Its effor •» to-control 
the secular press. Its Iiillui-nro In pol- 
itics and Its assaults on the public 
school system demand tho vigilance of 
Protestants and patriots." 


When Dr. King had finished then 


was commotion nmoiig the delegates. 
'Many nought to gain recognition from 
tho chair In order to reply. 
Charles 


II. Lohr, chief justice of the Delaware 
Supreme court, lay delegate, was 
recognized. After agreelnj; with Dr. 


King regarding the 'public scnools. 
Justice Lohr continued:' 


"But are wo to gain anything by 


any phase of denunciation against 
any other Christian body?" 
(Cries 


of "No," "Xo.") 


"The Roman Catholic church baa 


done a magnificent work In this coun- 
try. 
It lias taken hold of n cla-s of 


people whom perhaps no' other form 
of religion could have molded so well 
for tho well being of our common 
land. 
1 .feel like putting my hands 


under every evangelizing agency in 
this world that helps to uplift men 
and not pull them down." 
This ex- 


pression wna received with applause. 


' 
Divorce Resolution. 


Judge Sihlcy of Ohio offered an Im- 


portant resolution on tho mihject of 
divorce. Ho wanted paragraph-30 ot 
tho discipline changed to road aa fol- 
lows: 


"No divorce, except for Infidelity, 


final desertion, or cruelty or neglect, 
such as to compel nn innocent part- 
ner to separata 
from tho offender, 


shall bo regarded by the church as 
morally lawful, und noun of our min- 
isters or laymen shall solemnize mar- 
riage where there Is a divorced wife 
or huslmud living unless the dlvorcu 
was granted upon grounds hereinbo- 
foro specified. 
But this 
regulation 


does not apply In cases whore di- 
vorced parties 
arc seeking remar- 


riage." • 


This resolution was also referred 


to tho committee on tho state of tho 
church. 


If n colored bishop Is to -bo named
